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Our  Niitioncil  Honor  Society  members  dedicate  themselves 
to  something  beyond  maintaining  their  own  marks.  Through- 
out the  school  year  many  of  these  students  offer  free  tutoring 
services  to  their  classmates  while  many  more  are  leading  par- 
ticipants in  other  school  functions  and  community  organiza- 
tions. 
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Many  otlier  debs  were  part  of  the  B.H.S.  scene;  Rifle,  Alatb  and  Chess  Clubs,  though  small  in  membership,  pointed 
to  the  diversity  of  our  interests.  And,  of  course,  there  were  the  "not-here — here-again”  publications  of  Truth 
(our  school  newspaper)  and  the  Cutshamokin  (our  literary  publication).  Dance  Club,  started  under  the  guidance 
of  Miss  Smith  earlier  this  year,  is  catching  on  and  may  soon  be  one  of  the  most  popular  as  well  as  most  practical 
for  those  leisure  nights  out  in  our  post-grad  days.
